HAS A LONG CONFERENCE 
WITH POLICE OFFICIALS 


Preston Arkwright Believes 
Plot to Precipitate Riot Is 
Brewing and Calls on the 
Peace Authorities to Fur- 
nish Protection. 

That a general strike of the con- 


ductors and motormen manning the 
street, cars of the Georgia Railway and 


Power company not only treatens but 


that the calling of it is only a matter 
of hours in the event of the company’s 
further refusal to recognize the right 
of the men to organize was the sub- 
stance of a statement given out last 
night by William Pollard, local repre- 
sentative and organizer, of Local No. 4, 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, Springfield, 111. 

Mr. Pollard’s statement was issued 
following a conference yesterday after- 
noon between himself, H. O. Teats, of 
Atlanta, president of the local branch 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen, wno, in this con- 
troversy, is representing the motormen 
and conductors, and J. A. Wade, of the 
strike committee of the electrical 
workers of Atlanta, with Edwin F. 
Johnson, chairman of the police com- 
mittee of the city council; Andy King, 
of the police board, and Chief of Police 
W. M. Mayo, and a meeting of the 
street car workers in the Order of 
Railway Conductors’ hall, 8% East Ala- 
bama street, last night. This confer- 
ence between the employees’ repre- 
sentatives and the police authorities 
was held on the invitation of the latter, 
it was said. 

At the meeting last night the diffi- 


™ “culty between the Georgia Railway and 


wer company and its employees was 


~~ thoroughly gone over, as were also the 


day’s developments. This conference 
was called following an appeal tothe 
police for protection of its property 
and the persons of its loval employces 
by the street car cédmpany, which call 
was made following, in turn, a parley 
between thé représentatives of the 
street car men and the company’s offi- 
clals, when what appears to have been 
final efforts toward reaching an agrec- 
ment whereby a strike might be avert- 
ed are said to have fallen flat. 
Asks Police Protection. 
P. S. Arkwright, head of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, yester- 


day gave out a lengthy’ statement, 
charging the union organizers, now 


said to be at work among the conduc-. 


tors and motormen of the street rail- 
way company with a plot to precip!- 
tate a riot at Five Points and tie up 
traffic on the street car system. Mr. 
Arkwright called on the police to pre- 
vent: the riot. 

He also asserts that only about six 
or eight of the conductors and motor- 
men @f the company so far have agreed 
to thé plot. 

“Our men are loyal,” he said. “They 
will not strike, but may be forced to 
suffer by the actions of those in the 
plot. The plan of the organizers now 
is to have eight or ten men strike at 
Five Points, leave their cars at a 
standstill, join a hundred or more sym- 
pathizers in the crowd, and proceed 
to incite a riot. They will jerk our 
loyal men from their cars, smash win- 
dow panes and cause as much trouble 
as possible. Traffic will be tied up. 

“If the police will aid, this can be 
averted.” 

A number of new men are daily being 
taught how to operate street cars, and 
already some of them are operating 
cars on regular runs.” 

Conference With Police. 

At the conference at the police sta- 
tion Thursday afternoon, Mr. Pollard 
was asked point blank by Messrs. 
Johnson and King and Chief Mayo: 

“What do you gentlemen propose 
to do?” 

“Only stand up for our rights and 
defend ourselves,” repiied Pollard, as 
— for the employees’ delega-

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Just“ CitizenDorsey’’ 
Until Inaugurated 
As State's Governor 


Governor-Elect Will Not 
Take Part in Public Func- 
tions Until June — Has 
Been Overwhelmed With 
Invitations. 


From now until next June, when he 
is inaugurated as governor, Hugh M. 
Dorsey, who-last Tuesday received the 
democratic nomination for governor, 
will take the role of the ordinary pri- 
vate citizen instead of attending the 
many public and official functions to 
which he has been and will be invited. 

Mr. Dorsey has been literally over- 
whelmed with invitations to participate 
in various and sundry functions, po- 
litical, commercial, social and other- 
wise. 

In order that his position may be un- 
derstood and that he may be consistent, 
he states that from now until the time 
of his inauguration as governor he will 
not participate officially or quasi-offi- 
cially, in any public function. He pre- 
fers until he is called upon tv perform 
the duties of the office for which he 
has been nominated, and to which he 
will be elected in November, io lead the 
life of a quiet, unobtrusive’ citizen, 
winding up his legal affairs, devoting 
his time and attention to his personal 
business and to the study of conditions 
which will confront him as governor. 

“While I appreciate all these invita- 
tions.” said Governor-elect Dorsey yes- 
terday, “I would not be doing justice 
to myself if I undertook to plunge 


into the whirlpool of participating in, 


all the functions to which I am being 
invited, and more than that, it would 
not be doing justice to the present 
governor of the state. I will not be 
governor until June, and in the mean- 
time the present chief executive, Gov- 
ernor Harris, is the official representa- 
tive of the state in all public mat- 
ters. Until next June I am simply a 
private citizen, and while it will be a 
pleasure for me to meet all reasonable 
expectations in the matter of public 
functions after I am governor, I will 
pursue the policy of keeping out of 
the lime-light between now and then. 

“IT am sure that those .who have been 
kind enough to invite me will, upon 
a moment's reflection, agree with the 
wisdom and justice of this position.”

YOUNG WOMAN GOES 
T0 PRISON TO SAVE 
MAKERS OF WHISKY 


“I Know Where It Was 
Made and Where It Came 
From But I’ll Die Before 
ll Tell,” Declares Mrs. 
Viola Gamble. 
“BLOCKADE CORN” FOUND 
UNDER A BED IN HOUSE 


Good-Looking Young Wom- 
an Takes Full Responsibil- 
ity for‘Ownership and Ac- 
quits Her Mother of All 
Blame in Matter. 


“That’s my whisky; I know where it 
came from and where it was made; but 
I’ll die and go to hell before I'll tell 
it,” snapped Mrs. Viola Gamble, good- 
looking and twenty, as she was placed 
under arrest yesterday in connection 
with the latest Atlanta moonshine 
whisky raid. 

City Detectives T. D. Shaw and John 
Cowan, and G. C. Hamrick, deputy 
United States collector of internal rev- 
enue, made the raid, in which sixty 
gallons of “blockade corn” whisky, in 
as many one-gallon square tin con- 
tainers, were found concealed under 
a bed, in a closet and in a sufacase in 
the home of J. H. Strickland, 24 Temple 
street, where Mrs. Gamble, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Strickland, lives. 

Mrs. Strickland and her daughter 
were the only persons in the house 
when the officers entered, although a 
man, name unknown, is said to have 
been seen fleeing, donning his coat as 
he ran. 

Whisky Found Under Bed, 

Little difficumMy was experienced in 
locating the whisky, most of which was 
hidden under a bed. The presumption 
is that the Strickland home has for 
some time been the distributing point 
for a moonshine distillery; that the 
whisky gound in the suitcase was 
placed there in the course of the busi- 
ness of order-filling and was about 
to be delivered thus to its purchaser. 
At any rate, information reaching- De- 
tectives Shaw and Cowan, upon whose 
instigation the raid was made, rc- 
solved itself into that conclusion. 

When the two detéctives and Mr. 
Hamrick entered the house Mrs. Strick- 
land, a woman of middle age, was mute 
at first, but her daughter immediately 
@#ssumed an air of defiance; and, say 
her captors, was extremely abusive 
and plain-spoken in her use of tinglish. 
Mrs, Strickland finally told the officers 
thatthe whisky was not hers at al]l— 
did not belong in the house, in fact— 
but that it had been left there Wednes- 
day night by J. H. Chappell, a grocer, 
ax 1274 Marietta street, for temporary 
storage. 

Chappell, however, came down to the 
office of Revenue Agent E. C. Yellow- 


\ ley, in the Federal building, and in- 


dignantly denied the woman’s state- 
ment, saying that he knew naught 
whatever about the wet goods or ifs 
owner. He charged a “frame-up” ow 
the part of his accusers. He was not 
molested. 

Refuses to Aid Officers. 


Mrs. Gamble is said to have talked 
volubly, but refused steadfastly to 
throw any light upon where the whisky 
was made. 7 

“Take me to jail, if you want to.” 
said she. “It’s my whisky. She (her 
mother) hasn’t nothing to do with it 
and don’t know nothing about at. Yes, 
I know all about it—where it come 
from and where it was made; but I'll 
die an’ go to hell before I’1] te})" 

She was arrested on the Spot and 
taken to jail. Other arrests are ex- 
pected to follow shortly, among others 
that of Mrs. Strickland, for whom a 
warrant was issued Thursday after- 
noon. 

The whisky is typical “moonshine.” 
and will be used as evidence against 
Mrs. Gamble and any others who might 
be arrested in connection with the rajd

JS. WORLD POLICY 


Shall We Continue Terms 
of Peace and Good Witl or 


| Turn to Radical Change, 


Asks Wilson. 


Long Branch, September 28.—In a 
message opening his campaign of let- 
ter writing, President Wilson declared 
tonight that “the question is about to 
be determined whether we shall keep 
the nation upon its present terms of 
peace and good will with the world or 
turn to radical changes of policy which 


Natade alter the whole aspect of the na- 


tion’s life.” 

The president wrote the letter to 
Miss Leona L. Larrabee, president of the 
Women’s Democratic club of Portland, 
Ore., thanking her for work being done 
in his behalf by the organization. 


Need No Suggestion. 

“rT cannot help having the feeling,” 
said the president’s letter, “that the in- 
telligent women of Oregon need no sug- 
gestion or intimation from me as: to 
what are the real issues of the present 
campaign or the real concern that wom- 
en must have with those issues. As a 
very sincere advocate of the extension 
of the suffrage to women, it seems to 
me a very great disservice to the cause 
that partisan use should be made of it, 
particularly at a time so critical as this, 
when the question is about to be de- 
termined whether we shall keep the 
nation upon its present terms of peace 
and good will with the world or re- 
turn to radical changes of policy which 
may alter the whole aspect of the na- 
tion’s life.” 

In another letter, sent to Howard S&S. 
Williams, of Jackson, Miss., expressing 
regret that he cannot attend the an- 
nual convention of the Young Men’s 
Business Clubs of America at Jackson 


that the future business development 
of the country rests in an unusual and 
peculiar degree at present in the hands 
of young business men. 

“The problems of the future in the 
field of business are going to be new 
problems, very largely,” he wrote, “or 
else old problems in a new form. It 
will need imagination, vigor and enter- 
prise to deal with them as they should 
be dealt with and the young men of 
this generation should be preparing 
themselves in mind and purpose for a 
new era. It would be a great privilege 
if 1 could come to bear such a message 
in person. Since I cannot, I can only 
ask you to utter it for me and to as- 
sure the gentlemen assembled of my 
profound interest in the part they are 
to play in the future development of 
the great nation we love.” 


No Campaign Tour. 


The president made it clear again to- 
night that he has no intention of mak- 
ing a campaign tour. It was reiterated 
that all speeches made by him away 
from Shadow Lawn will be before non- 
partisan organizations, and, generally 
speaking, will be non-political in form. 

In replying to an invitation to make 
an extra speech on one of his middle 
western trips, Secretary Tumulty wrote 
tonight that no plans were being made 
for any rear platform speeches by the 
president. On these trips the president’s 
private car will be attached to regular 
trains and only the regular brief stops 
will be made. A suggestion has beer 
made here that a Wilson day be cele- 
brated before election in all parts of 
the country, the president to write a 
message for the occasion.

Redoubt Captured 
After Long Weeks 
Of Artillery Fire 


On Ridge, Once Crowned 
With Crucifix, Desperate 
Battle Takes Place When 
British Forces Charge the 
German Works. 


With the British Armies in the Field 
in France, September 28.—( Via London, 
Septemiber 29.)—“You have just time to 
get into a tree-top and see us go after 
the Schwaben redoubt,” said a staff 
general to the correspondent of The 
Associated Press today. 

Attacks have been so numerous along 
the British front in the last few days 
that even if informed of all before- 


| hand, the correspondents would have 
ito possess a dual personality to

present at all. The offensive is in one 
of its ibit-by-bit stages, but is being 
pressed with 


autumn weather, for the last week sur- 
passing any other week since it began. 
Crucifix Once Crowned Ridge. 


Schwaben redoubt is beyond Thiep- 
val, which was taken Tuesday. A cru- 
cifix once crowned this ridge. 
it stood became the center of 
strongest defense German industry and 
ingenuity could ‘build. This was the 
goal of the Ulstermen in their heroic 
charge on July 1, when they fell face- 
forward under the storm of machine 
gun fire sent from the site of the for- 
mer shrine. 

In all the weeks since July 1 the 
British made no further attempt at 
this hill. The trenches were in the 
same place as before that day. The 
“no man’s land,” or dead space, re- 
mained where it was when the Ger- 
mans first formed their defensive line. 
But while the British were swingine 
in from the south, where the grand at- 
tack on July 1 had succeeded, they had 
given Thiepval and Schwaben redoubt 
a fairly daily allowance of shell fire, 
though making no infantry attack. 

For nearly three months this soften- 
ing process cormtinued. Then when the 
British had gained the ridges running 
at an angle with the old German line 


of Thiepval, they began to take fresh | 


interest in that old first line. Now 
they did not have to attack #* in front, 
but approached it from the side ays 
well as having it in a crushing vise. 

One German officer who was cap- 
tured, said he did not think the British 
good enough soldiers to attack in this 
way, which was just the way the Brit- 
ish did attack after their lesson of 
July 1. 

“And we hope the Germans will con- 
tinue to think us stupid,” said a Brit- 
ish staff officer. 

Commanding High Ground. 

But beyond Thiepval was that last 
commanding high ground south of the 
Ancre. Bare and brown it looked this 
morning and distinct were the German 
trenches which were going “to get” at 
a given moment. Meanwhile all along 
the line of battle came just the steady 
gunfire which has been maintained 
without intermission of. late. This 
keeps the Germans always under 
strain, destroying their works as fast 
as they can dig. They never know

“Attempts by Advanced 
Posts of Enemy to Ap- 
proach Our Trenches West 
of Riga Repulsed,” It Is 
Said. 


Petrograd, September 28.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—“Attempts by advanced posts of 
the enemy to approach our trenches 
west of Riga were repulsed by our 
fire,” says today’s’ official statement. 
“Last evening after a heavy bombard- 
ment in the region southeast of Pinsk 
small detachments of the enemy as- 
sumed the cffensive. They were re- 
pulsed immediately by the fire of our 
outposts. 5

The enemy is resisting stubbornly, de- 
laying our advance by making repeat- 
ed counter attacks.

MACEDONIAN 
FRONT. 


London. September 28.—The follow- 
ing official account of operations on 
ithe Macedonian front wag issued here 
today: 

“On the Doiran front our artillery 
was successful in dispersing enemy 
working parties. The enemy’s aircraft 
have been very active. It is reported 
one machine was brought down by our 
fire. 

“On the Struma front the royal navy 
‘shelled an enemy column near Razo- 
|lidos and French artillery shelled a 
;column at Jenimah. Both columns 
were dispersed. In a patrol encounter 
east of Orljak bridge we compelled the 
enemy to retire, after inflicting some 
casualties. The railway station at 
Angista was bombed by aeroplanes of 
the royal naval air service.” 


BULGARIANS 
DEFEATED. 


London, September 28—THY repulse 
of four successive Bulgarian a cks on 
Kaimakcalan mountain is déscribed in 
a dispatch from Serbian headquarters 
to Reuter’s dated Wednesday. The dis- 
patch says: 

“The Bulgarians, after receiving re- 
inforcements of more than a regiment 
yesterday, attacked the Serbian line at 
_Katmakcalan. In the darkness they 
, were able to get into the first line 
, trenches, but at a heavy sacrifice. An 
officer who was taken prisoner said 
that crossing the spuce between the op- 
posing lines was like walking over a 
field of curpses. 

“Desperate hand-to-hand fighting 
occurred in the trenches. The Bul- 
garians attacked four times, but were 
driven out and finally retired beaten.

GREAT BATTLE REPORTED 
TO BE IN PROGRESS NOW 
ON THE EASTERN FRONT 


Greece’s Entry Into the War 
on the Side of Entente Al- 
lies Expected Any Moment 
But Has Not Yet Been An- 
nounced—Russian General 
Staff Announces Capture 
of 420,000 Men and Officers 
and 600 Cannons and 2,800 
Machine Guns Since Their 
Latest Offensive Began. 


New York. September 28.—(Associ- 
ated Press European Cable.)—Except' 
for a fresh attack on the part of the) 
British. which gave them the greater 
part of a German redoubt north of 
Thiepval and 600 prisoners, the troops 
of the entente allies in the region be-: 
tween the Somme and Ancre rivers in’ 
France apparently are taking a breath-' 
ing spell end consolidating positions 
captured in the great offensive which! 
began last Monday and has already net-' 
ted them Combles, Thiepval and othe? 
strong German positions at various 
points along the 20-mile front. 

During the work of consolidation,’ 
however, the big guns of the British”. 
and French are hurling tons of steel| 
against the new positions the Germans 
have taken up, doubtless preparatory to 
another fresh attack with Bapaume and 
Peronne the ultimate objectives. 

Meanwhile a big battle is in progress 
on the eastern front in the region be- 
tween Lutsk and Viadimir Volynski, 
around Sviniusky and Korynitza, where 
the Russians are attempting to ad- 
vance, but the Teutons are impeding 
them by heavy counter attacks. The 
German war office says these counter 
attacks in the region of Korynitza have 
resulted in the recapture of positions! 
lost recently by the Teutons and that, 
the allied forces have now passed on 
beyond them.

The Russian general staff announces 
that since General Boussiloff began his 
offensive 420,000 officers and men of 
the Teutonic allies have been made: 
prisoner and 600 cannon and 2,500 ma- 
chine guns and mine throwers have 
been captured. 

Around Petroseny and Hermannstadt 
in Transylvania the Teutonic alliesand 
the Rumanians are engaged in bitter 
fighting, but with no important result 
having been attained by either side.

M. Venizelos, who landed at Canea, 
Crete, Tuesday morning. was given an 
enthusiastic reception, being escorted 
by 10,000 Cretans through beflagged 
streets. Replying to a speech of wel- 
come M. Venizelos declared that he 
was making -his last appeal to the 
king. “I express the hope that at the 
last moment the king will conform to 
the wishes of the nation and the peo- 
ple,” he said. 

The territory now under the domina- 
tion of M. Venizelos, says a dispatch 
from Athens, includes the whole of 
Greek Macedonia and Epirus and also 
Crete, Chios, Mytilene and Samos. 

The Daily Mail’s Athens correspond- 
ent says the disaffection among the 
Greek officials to M. Venizelos con- 
tinues, the latest being Captain Ger- 
ondas, commanding the warship Kilkis, 
and Generals Maschopoulus and Mat- 
thaiopoulos. 

Reports that a general mobilization 
has been ordered are premature. After 
the session of the council of ministers 
at the palace this morning Premier 
Kalogoropoulos hastily called a cabinet 
meeting. The premier declared the 
government was giving the fullest 
consideration to the situation and there 
might be addressed to Bulgaria a note 
of such character that mobilization 
would logically follow. 

Later it developed that the king had 
decided on a declaration of war against 
Bulgaria. The decision has not yet 
heen announced publicly, as numerous 
details remain to be worked out. They 
include an-ultimatum to Bulgaria de- 
manding instant evacuation of all 
Greek Macedonia, as well as plans for 
mobilization under the difficult con- 
ditions presented by the occupation of 
Greek territory by the entente forces. 

The king this morning discussed the 
mobilization problem minutely with 
General Mosothopoulos, chief of staff, 
and General Yanakitsas, former minis- 
ter of war. He probably will preside 
personally over a meeting of the crown 
council at noon tomorrow. 

Even the departure of former Pre- 
mier Venizelos from Athens’. created 
nothing like the suppressed’ excite- 
ment evident everywhere this after- 
noon. The people feel that their 
long period of expectancy is about to 
end, and the prospect of war with the 
Bulgarians apparently is welcome. 


HINDENBURQ’S 
PLANS. 


London, September 28.—A Petrograd 
dispatch to The Chronicle says that 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg’s new 
plans are arousing much discussion in 
the Russian capital because the Ger- 
man commander in chief is known 
to attach more importance to the 
eastern than western front. Russian 
military observers believe that Von 
Hindenburg is even prepared to retire 
to the Rhine rather than permit a 
further Russian advance and a defeat 
in the Balkans. The dispatch says: 

“It fs obvious that Von Hindenburg 
is making strenuous efforts to stay 
General Brussiloff’s advance. His new 
power enables him to take direct ad- 
vantage of his personal and intimate 
knowledge of the Russian front and 
his strong hand is seen in the meas- 
ures taken to brace the tottering Aus- 
trian army. 

“These measurés mean the destruc- 
tion of Austrian military independ- 
ence. This is done by distributing 
German reinforcements to the number 
of twenty divisions along the whole 
front. Supplementary gaps are filled 
with Turks, thereby hardening the de- 
fenses, and delaying Brussiloff’s ad- 
vance. The only section in which the 
Russians are steadily progressin is 
the wooded Carpathians where Gen- 
eral Letchitzky is laboriously dislodg- 
ing the enemy.” 


BRITISH 
ADVANCE. 


London, September 28.—British troops 
last night advanced at various points 
on the Somme front between Martin- 
puich and Gueudecourt, says the Brit- 
ish official statement issued today. 

The British announcement says: 

“During the night our line ‘was ad- 
vanced at various points between Mar- 
tinpuich and Gueudecourt and posts were 
established west and southwest of Eau- 
court L’Abbaye and within 800 yards of 
the village. 

“On the left of our front our position 
was consolidated on the ridge north- 
east of Thiepval.

Dan Lehon Files Brief in U. 
S. Supreme Court Attack- 
ing Atlanta’s Detective 
Ordinance—Mayson Confi- 


dent City Will Win. 


Washington, September 28.—-A brief 
attacking the constitutionality of the 
Atlanta city ordinance requiring the li- 
censing of private detectives operating 
in that city, and incidentally reopen- 
ing some of the Iegal-issues involved 
in the Leo M. Frank case, was filed 
with the United States supreme court 
here today by Dan S. Lehon, former 
district manager for the W. J. Burns 
Detective agency: in New Orleans. 

Lehon’s case is brought before the 
supreme court on an appeal from a 
conviction in Atlanta and will be heard 
during the coming term. 

The brief filed today holds that the 
ordinance in question is unconstitution- 
al in that it requires all private de- 
tectives shall be Georgians with li- 
censes approved by the Atlanta chief 
of police. It raises the question of 
Firank’s constitutiona! right to have re- 
ceived aid in preparing his defense 
from agents not under supervision of 
the Atlanta polite. 

“The only intent and purpose of the 
ordinance,” Lehon’s brief declares, “was 
to drive out of business all detective 
agencies which would not co-operate 
with the police of the city and do the 
bidding of the police authorities; also 
to exclude all non-residents from the 
business. And the evidence discloses 
that in practical operation they were 
given that effect.” 

Lehon contends that he was not en- 
tirely engaged in private detective 
work, but was the district manager 1n 
charge of agency operations. 


City Attorney Explains Brief. 

This brief, according to City Attorney 
James L. Mayson, is filed in answer to 
a motion to dismiss the appeal, which 
was filed by the city attorney some 
time age, and which will come up for 
hearing about October 8. 

The motion to dismiss, says Mr. May- 
son, is based principally upon three 
grounds: First, that Lehon failed to 
apply to the authorities for a license 
to operate, and for that reason has no 
standing in court whereby he can at- 
tack the constitutionality of the city 
ordinance. Second, that the state law 
prohibits non-residents from operating 
in Georgia, because of the fact that 
those who are licensed become peace 
officers of the state and should be resi- 
dents of the state; and, third, that the 
Frank case had been disposed of, rank 
found guilty and sentenced, before the 
Burns agency began operations, and

Responsibility Denied for 
Suggestion That the Alien 
Land Issue Would Be 
Taken Up When War 
Ends. | 


‘Washington, September 28.——liespon- 
sibility for any statement that after 
the European war Japan would renew 
negotiations with the United States 
over emigration and alien land legis- 
lation was disclaimed by the Japanese 
embassy today in a statement issued 
by the charge, Tokichi Tanaka. It was 
explained that an official of the em- 
bassy who expressed views on this sub- 
ject yesterday spoke personally and 
without any authorization. 

Furthermore, Mr. Tanaka declared 
‘that Baron Sakatani, the former Japa- 
nese finance minister, who has suUg- 
gested in speeches at New York that 
Japan would take up the alien land 
issue again as soon as the war — 
over, Was in no way authorized to speax 
for the foreign office and was dis- 
cussing fhe question solely as an in- 
fluential statesman representing 4 
large body of Japanese public opinion. 

The embassy statement follows: 

“A press report concerning Japanese- 
American relations that appeared in 
several papers this morning containing 
views said to have emanated from tn'‘s 
embassy, contained several misrepre- 
sentations. Among cher things, the 
most glaring are statements concern- 
ing the immigration and the Caiifornia 
land law matter. 

“As to the question of the Japanese 
immigration into this country Japan 
has for the present nothing whatever 
to negotiate about. What is generally 
known as the gentlemen’s agreement 
is being observed to the satisfaction 
of our two countries. Whatever ob- 
jecvionable section in the proposed im- 
migration ibiil of the United States has 
been deleted.

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WOUNDED WOMAN 


Does Not Believe Wife, 
Who Figures in Big Chi- 
cago Shooting, Unfaithful. 


Philadelphia, September 28.—Mrs. 
Joseph C. Leduc, the sole survivor in 
the triple shooting at a hotel here yes- 
terday, told her husband today that 
her part in the tragedy was an inno- 
cent one and he accepted her word 


|for it, and declared that he had never 
| had any doubt as to his wife's loyalty 


to hiun. 

“I knew it,” he exclaimed after a 
talk with his wounded wife. “She has 
given me the straight account of this 
distressing affair. She's true to me. 
She hasn't been in the wrong, and rll 
iake her ‘back to Chicago as soon as 
she can travel.”’ 

Mr. Leduc came here today from his 
home in Chicago and went immediately 
to the hospital to see his wounded 
wife, who was shot by Mrs. Harry Bel- 
zer, Of New York, a discarded sweet- 
heart of J. ©. Graveur, also of New 
York. Graveur was shot and killed 
by Mrs. Belzer when she found he and 
Mrs. Leduc in a hotel room together. 
Mrs. Belzer then ended her own life. 

Talks to Detectives. 

After reciting the incidents which 
preceded the shooting to her husband, 
Mrs. Leduc gave a statement to the 
detectives in which she is quoted as 
saying: 

“It is untrue that I registered with 
Graveur at the hotel as his wife. I left 
New York Tuesday afternoon after 
visiting my sister, and came to Phila- 
delphia to visit my nephew. After vis- 
iting my nephew I received a tele- 
phone call from Mr. Graveur, asking 
me to meet him in the evening. I met 
him at the hotel and he invited me to 
go to the theater. I had no baggage 
with me except a small handbag, as I 
had planned to remain here only for 
the day, intending to return to New 
York the same day. After inviting me 
ito go to the theater Mr. Graveur sug- 


| gested that J leave my handbag in his 


10o0Om and I agreed to do so. 

“On our return from the theater we 
had something to eat on the roof gar- 
den of the hotel and about 1 o’clock 
[ told him it was time for me to go to 
my nephew’s home. I then remem- 
bered my handbag in his room. 

“We stopped by at the room to get 
it. We had ‘barely stepped into the 
room and just as I was about to pick 
up the handbag near the dresser a 
woman jumped out of the closet. She 
was tall and dark and I don’t believe 
[ ever saw her before. She had a re- 
volver in her hand. She said nothing. 


Woman Begins Shooting. 


‘She began to shoot. The first shot 
struck Mr. Graveur in the left side. Il 
tried to rush to the door, but before I 
could I was shot. That is all I re- 
member.”’ 

Leduc was introduced at the coro- 
ner’s office to Miss Anna McAndrew, a 
sister of Mrs. Belzer, who had come 
from New York to claim the body of 
her sister. Miss McAndrew told him 
she could scarcely believe her sister 
was responsible for the tragedy. “You 
can realize,’’ she said, “that I am just 
as anxious to uphold the honor of my 
Sister as you are that of your wife.” 

The authorities said tonight that 
while Mrs. Leduo is not under arrest, 
she is under detention. Policemen are 
on guard near her bedside. “She will 
be Kept here,” said Captain of Detec- 
tives Tate. “until we have formal proof 
of who did the shooting.

EIGHT-HOUR LAW 


Candidate for President 
Tells Why He Did Not 
Urge 28 Republican Sena- 
tors to Filibuster. 


Saratoga Springs, N. Y., September 
28.—Charles E. Hughes tonight told 
the republican unofficial state conven- 
tion here why he had not urged re- 
publican senators to filibuster “to the 
last ditch” against the passage of the 
Adamson eight-hour law passed to 
avert the threatened railroad strike. 
The nominee declared he did not believe 
in filibustering, for one thing, and that 
if the majority in congress had de- 
termined to pass the bill there was ho 
reason whatever why its passage 
should have been delayed by filiduster- 
ing tactics, 

“It (the administration) acted with 
swiftness,” Mr. Hughes said, “and it 
cannot now cry that a republican can- 
didate a thousand miles away should 
have saved it fro carrying out its 
fixed determinat*® ~) 

Asked Pre. “"& to Act. 


The nominee read to the convention 
correspondence between Chairman 
Newlands, of the senate interstate 
commerce committee; Harry A. Wheel- 
er, chairman of the committee on rail- 
road situation of the chamber of com- 
merce of the United States, and Presi- 
dent Wilson—none of the _itet- 
ters was from the president, 
but he was addressed in the cor- 
respondence—to uphold his conten- 
tion that 300,000 firms and corpora- 
tions in the country had asked the 
president to take action before the 
threatened strike situation became 
acute. Mr. Hughes also quoted an ex- 
tract from the president’s address to 
congress on the subject to support his 
claim that the bill should not have been 
passed. 

A question asked by Richard Olney, 
Secretary of state under President 
Cleveland, as to why Mr. Hughes had 
not urged republican senators to fili- 
buster against the bill was made the 
occasion of Mr. Hughes’ declaration. 

“A distinguished democrat, a former 
secretary of state, Mr. Olney, whom I 
have always admired and respected and 
whose record presents a singular con- 
trast to that of the present administra- 
tion, springs to its defense in its hour 
of trial. With his ability I assume he 
has done the best that can be done. 


Opposes Legislation Under Duress. 


“He says, referring to the recent 
railroad situation, that I object not to 
the averted strike, but to the mode of 
its accomplishment, to wit: By the 
threat of a strike within a time too 
Short for due consideration of neces- 
sary legislation. I am not prepared 
to admit the necessity of wage in- 
creases by law, but I do object in every 
fiber of my being to legislation under 
duress. I object to the surrender of 
the executive to force. That is the 
path of disaster. If the distinguished 
ex-secretary of state desires to take 
the nation along that path I will not 
accompany him. 

‘He asks why I did not urge 28 re- 
publican senators to filibuster to the 
last ditch. Well, I do not believe in 
filibustering, for one thing. If con- 
gress, through its majority, was de- 
termined to pass the bill, there was no 
reason whatever why its action should 
be merely delayed by filibustering. 
Arguments along this line really come 
to this—that in some way the admin- 
istration should have been saved from 
itself, 

“The truth is that the executive de- 
stroyed the moral strength of the sit- 
uation when he threw up his hands, 
yielded the principle of arbitration and 
went to congress demanding the rail- 
way wage bill as the price of peace. 
Congress, so far a's the moral of the 
situation was concerned, ratified a 
surrender already made. The admin- 
istration chose its ground; it selected 
its ground carefully and with manifest 
view to partisan expediency. In the 
closing day's it acted with swiftness, 
and it cannot now cry that a republican 
candidate a thousand miles way 
should have saved it from carrying 
out its fixed determination. 

“The distinguished former secretary 
of state said, in substance, that I 
doffed the judicial ermine and appeared 
in the motley garb of an ordinary ‘seek- 
er for office. I did doff the judicial 
ermine, and I submit to you that you 
know and every American knows that 
it fell from my shoulders unsullied.”’

Charles E. Hughes has taken in his 
campaign for the presidency and hearty 
indorsement of Governor Whitman's 
administration mark the platform 
which the republicans in state confer- 
ence adopted pending the arrival of 
the presidential candidate.

COMMISSION WITHHELD 
FROM CAPT. RM, BE 


Fifth Regiment Majors Charge 
Unfair Methods in Lieuten- 
ant Colonel’s Election. 


The election of Captain R. M. Beck, 
a cavalry officer in the regular army 
assigned to duty with the Georgia mi- 
litia at Macon as lieutenant colonel of 
the Fifth regiment last Monday, to euc- 
ceed Colonel Walter F. Hendrix, re- 
signed, while the three majors of the 
regiment were eligible to the place, 
has brought about such dissension and 
dissatisfaction in the official family of 
the Fifth that Adjutant General J. Van 
Holt Nash has failed to approve grant- 
ing him a commission and Governor Nat 
E. Harris has held up the issuance of 
the commission. 

The governor’s action was taken upon 
the receipt of a protest from the three 
majors, and it is said that the matter 
has been called to the attention of the 
department of the east of the regular 
army, through which any court-martial 
or action looking to an investigation 
would come. Whether or not the feder- 
al army authorities will take the mat- 
ter up is not now known. 

Charges Unfair Methods. 

The protest, which was filed by Ma- 
jors J. Preston, I. T. Catron and W. 
H. Leahy, it is said, alleges that Colonel 
Orville Hall, commander of the Fifth 
regiment, unfairly sought to have elect- 
ed an officer not now nof ever con- 
nected with the Fifth regiment, whereas 
the three majors who have devoted 
years to the upbuilding of the regi- 
ment, were eligible for the vacancy. 
Captain Beck is a cavalry officer of 
the regular army, assigned to Camp 
Harris as assistant mustering officer. 

It is reported that the, three majors 
of the Fifth were asked not to aclicit 
votes of the line officers for the elec- 
tion, and that after having made this 
promise unfair methods were used to 
compel the line officers to vote for the 
outside officer. 

It is stated that Captain Beck receiv- 
ed 19 votes as against 24 votes divid- 
ed among the three majors, a plurality 
being sufficient to elect. 

It is further reported that General 
Walter A. Harris, commanding Camp 
Harris, has requested that the matter 
of the protest be held in abeyance, tem- 
porarily, af least, since the pressing of 
the complaints of the majors would 
lead to the trial of the colonel before 
court-martial, and lead to undesirable 
publicity. 

Dissatisfaction in the official family 
of the Fifth regiment is said to ante- 
date the election of Captain Beck, and 
it is further reported that the more or 
less mysterious Spratling letters are in- 
volved in the previous lack of harmony.

DON’T!

The sentiment throughout Georgia is to 
keep this court as clean of politics as it is 
possible to do, notwithstanding its incum- 
bents must go to the ballot box for their 
commissions. ; 

The Macon convention declined to make 
a nomination, even against the appointee of 
the governor who was defeated for re-elec-

tion. 

The appointee to the supreme bench was 
not a supporter of the successful candidate 
for governor. But so deep-rooted was the 
sentiment against mixing the supreme court 
in party politics that the suggestion of a 
nomination against the incumbent was 
frowned down, and matt@rs were left to 
stand as they are. : 

If that convention, canstituted as it was, 
and with all the peculiar conditions sur- 
rounding it, could afford to take the very 
proper view that politics and the supreme 
court sbould not be mixed,.certainly indi- 
viduals can better afford to let the issue 
alone than to raise it. 

Up to the present time there is no in- 
stance en reeord -where a judge of the su- 
preme court of the state, serving in the 
office, has been forced to-enter into a foot- 
ball political scramble to hold his position. 

The Constitution cares nothing about the. 
personal equation in this matter. So far no 
one has announced for the office against the 
governor's appointee—and none may do so. 
Lét us hope that such will be the case. — 

We have held the supreme court free of 
petty politics thus far, and it would be un- 
fair to the high and dignified office, as well 
as unfair to the people who depend upon it, 
to attempt now, and unnecessarily at that, to 
drag it into the mire of a hot political 
contest.

TELL YOUR BANKER. 


Mayor-elect Asa G. Candler gave some 
splendid advice in his address to the At- 
ianta Credit Men the other day when he 
said, “Be perfectly honest with your 
banker.” 

Mr. Candler’s advice is not only good for 
the credit men, but for everybody else who 
is in business. Probably there are none 
who know better than the credit men of 
Atlanta the importance of this policy. They 
‘are the men who stand somewhat in the 
same relation as the bank toward the retail!- 
er and consumer. They pass on the credit 
of others and extend it or deny it as the 
case may be. They expect honesty and 
frankness from the man who asks for and 
seeks credit; just as the bank does. They 
are naturally suspicious of the man who 
does not openly and fully state his case. 

It is the average business man who is 
most in need of the advicé which Mr. Can- 
@iler gives in this statement: 


You must let your banker know your 
exact finaneial condition, and he will be 
glad to advise yuu. He is entitled to 
know how you stand; it is for yeur own 
success. 


The trouble many business men have in 
the matter of securing all the credit they 
think they are entitled to is their failure to 
deal openly and frankly with their banks. 

Sometimes, perhaps, they think the bank is 
suspicious of them, and why shouldn't it be 


unless they have made to it a clear presen- 
tation’ of their status? 

The same business man will make in- 
quiry and investigafion regarding customers 
who want credit, and yet often presume that 
the bank ought to know enough about him 
and his business to extend it without ques- 
tion. . . 

This is false logic. Every bank would 
like to know and hear the essential details 
of each customer’s official and business 
status. It is a matter of right that it 
should. 

There are some banks in leading cities 
of the country which have gone to the ex- 
tent of demanding periodic financial state- 
ments from their customers made by an 
expert public accountant. While there are 
comparatively few of these as yet, because 
of banking competition, there is a disposi- 
tion on the part of most banks to require 
them when opportunity offers, and ‘to favor 
those customers who are prompt in submit- 
ting them. 

There are actual cases on récord right 
here in Atlanta of firms and corporations 
whose credit has been materially increased 
and strengthened by their voluntary action 
in submitting an auditor's statement to their 
banks. 

Mr. Candler’s advice is good for any busi- 
ness man. It would be well if banks would 
print a statement of this sort and distribute 
it among their customers. There is always 
an opportunity for the man who is not get- 
ting the credit he thinks he deserves, if he 
can and will make the showing his bank 
desires and is entitled to have as a basis 
for it. 


LET IT ALONE! 

Those unknown members of council who 
propose “to investigate vice conditions” in 
Atlanta, with a view to restoration of the 
segregated district are on a cold scent. 

The segregated district has gone out of 
Atlanta to stay, and no amount of investi- 
gation and comparison and suggestion is 
going to bring It back. 

Atlanta has had practical experience 
with the two systems. Legalized vice has 
had its day and now it.is driven to cover. 

Like the barroom, the “red light” dis- 
trict has been closed in Atlanta for all time. 

There may be some looseness about the 
city, possibly much of it, just as when the 
segregated district was here; but .there is 
no particular section set apart with its flar- 
ing lights and its open invitation extended 
under color, if not direct sanction, of law, 
as there was then. 

Whatever remains of vice today, be it 
much or little, is unobtrusive; and if the 
“flaunt” has been taken out of it, the sting 
has, to that extent, been removed. 
or resort can become notorious and objec- 
tionable without the knowledge of 
police; and if the police do their duty, these 
excrescences 
notice. 

If the people of a community anywhere

can be removed on_ short 


in the city are disturbed by disorderly con- 


ditions, a report to the police will very 
quickly remedy the matter. The police will 
do their full duty in this direction; and if 
not, the publicity method will very speedily 
bring the desired results. 

No neighborhood need suffer; there is 
easy remedy without bringing its respect- 
able inhabitants into the limelight. A police 
order to move will be forthcoming upon 
simple request, and there will be no hesi- 
tation as to obedience. 

Atlanta is not going backward in this 
matter. That may be put down for a cer- 
tainty.

Modern Athenian and His City 
Described by Higgins Moses, 
Former U. S. Ambassador 


Stenographic Report 
Of Splendid Address 
Delivered by Harwell 


Editor Constitution: As éne of the small- 
er taxpayers of the state, I want to protest 
as earnestly as I can against the proposition 
to issue bonds for the purpose of: extending 
the Western and Atlantic railroad to the sea, 
or anywhere else, as to that. The sensible 
thing to do is to sell the road we already 
have, rather than add a burdensome tax on 
the people for the purpose of building an 
extension. There is no more reason for the 
state owning a railroad than for it to own a 
cotton gin, saw mill or dry goods store. 
There may have been a time when it was 
good policy for the state to assist in build- 
ing railroads, but clearly that time has 
passed, and all such enterprises shouldbe 
left to individuals or corporations. 
all this, even if it was desirable to make 
the extension there is no reason why the 
state should turn over $10,000,000 to a syn- 
dicate for the purpose of making the exten- 
sion. If Mr. Hillyer or Mr. Henderson and 
the companies they represent want to build 
a railroad let them proceed in the regular 
way, and at their own expense, but do not 
let them get their hands into the public 
funds. 

Colonel R. J. Lowry wrote a very sensible 
article in reference to the Western and At- 
lantic railroad a few weeks ago, but it was 
overshadowed by the cry for retaining this 
property, by the various candidates for gov- 
ernor and their political advisers. Colonel 
Lowry is right. Sell the road. There is not 
one good reason for keeping it and a great 
many for selling it. 

The only reasons given for the state own- 
Ing @ railroad, so far as I have noticed, are 
that it is a source of credit to the state; 
that it raises money for educational pur- 
poses, and that it protects citizens from ex- 
orbitant freight rates. Neither of these rea- 
sons are good. It is not an asset on which 
the state can borrow money. I am not a 
lawyer, but it is my understanding that the 
state cannot be sued. Holders of repudiated 
bonds have been trying for years and years 
to get some hold, through the courts, by 
which they can collect these bonds, but they 
have no standing in any court. The credit 
of the state is rested solely on the prosperity 
of its citizens, and not in the least on any 
property it may own. As to the rent fur- 
nishing money for the support of the com- 
mon schools, why is $420,000 rent money 
worth more than probably twice as much in 
interest that might be saved and earned by 
money received from the sale of the road? 
Then, concerning the claim that it serves as 
a regulator and controller of freights, it 
looks ridiculous to make such a claim. The 
State leases this road and then treats it 
precisely the same as it does other roads 
ae sy owned by private capital. Not one

There is absolutely nothing to justify 
the state owning railroads ‘and the sooner 
we sell the one we have the better for all 
concerned; and to go in debt to the tune of 
$10,000,000 to be turned over to some “syn- 
dicate” would be very unwise.

U. S. National Museum Has 
Arranged Useful Exhibit to 
‘Show Value of Sulphur 


The mention of sulphur to the average 
man may very probably serve to bring to 
mind the _ historic so-called “eight-day” 
matches redolent with acrid fumes. The era 
of the sulphur match is well-nigh completely 
passed, but this country consumes annually 
three hundred thousand tons of sulphur, and 
as a matter of fact it has become virtually 
an essential commodity in many different di- 
rections. Furthermore it is a commodity in 
which the United States has come to domi- 
nate the world. 

Prompted by such considerations, the Unit- 
ed States National Museum has arranged an 
exhibit calculated to present at a ‘glance 
just what sulphur is, where it comes ‘from 
and the uses to which it is put. 

The sulphur in the matches used in our 
childhood, in all probability came from Sici- 
ly. ; Although we had plenty of our own ‘the 
native occurrences were either remote from 
shipping facilities in the mountain regions 
of the far west, or far beneath the surface 
of the earth in the gulf regions of Louisiana 
and Texas, and it was cheaper to imponm our 
supply than to obtain it from the domestic 
sources. 


New Process for Mining Sulphur. 


However, about twenty-five years ago, a 
scheme, known subsequently as the Frasch 
process, was devised whereby, instead of go- 
ing into the earth for the sulphur by the 
conventional process of mining, the material 
might be melted in place by means of super- 
heated water, and pumped to the surface like 
so much water. By this procedure the diffi- 
culty of depth was overcome and the vast 
deposits of the gulf regions already acces- 
sible as to the geographical location, at once 
began to assume significance. 

Today a little sulphur finds its way to 
the Pacific coast from Japan, a little more 
to our Atlantic coast from Sicily, and rela- 
tively small operations are being conducted 
here and there in the mountain states of the 
west, but the output from the wells in the 
coastal regions of Louisiana and Texas has 
practically excluded all other sources from 
the domestic market, and bids fair to do the 
same in great markets the worid over. 

The exhibit now to be seen in the division 
of mineral technology in the older build- 
ing of the United States National museuni 
centers around a model which shows the 
occurrence of sulphur in this region and the 
procedure for its extraction. Superheated 
water is forced dewn pipes to the level of 
the sulphur, which is brought to the surface 
by an air lift as fast as it melts, and flows 
practically pure into bins ready for shipment. 
The capacity of such & well for a period is 
probably from 400 to 6v0 tons per day. 

Sulphur is found in animal and vegetable 
life, but most conspicuously in inorganic as- 
sociations in connection with volcanic activ- 
ities either of the present day or of the geo- 
logic past.For this reason deposits of sulphur 
were iong supposed to be indicative of vol- 
eanie action, but it is now Known that such 
occurrences as those of our gulf region where 
it exists in pockets in strictly sedimentary 
rock represent a derivation deposit identi- 
eal with those which yield our plaster of 
Paris or wall plaster, itself a compound of 


calcium with sulphur and oxygen. 


One of the Oldest Kaoewn Elements. 


Mineralogically it is a rather widely dis- 
tributed substance in nature, and naturally 
it attracted attention among all the earth’s 
civilizations. Speaking generally, sulphur ifs 
one of the oldest known elements; the an- 
cient Assyrian alchemists regarded it as the 
principle of combustion on account of its 
inflammability, and termed it “brimstone,” 
meaning literally burning stone, a name now 
applied popularly to roll sulphur. 

Though perhaps not so popular as of old, 
when it was served as a spring medicine 
with molasses, sulphur continues to play a 
very important role medicinally, and of late it 
has developed that human ailments are not 
alone in their response to its efficacy, as every 
up-to-date horticulturist will testify, by his 
spraying operations. The preparation of ar- 
tificial fertilizers, too, is dependent upon sul- 
phur in its combined form of sulphuric acid, 
so is also the manufacture of paper. Anoth- 
er important user is the rubber industry, and 
almost the entire range of chemical industries 
employs sulphur in one guise or another,

Against a background of crumbling but 
magnificent marble temples, of massive aque- 
ducts, of extensive amphitheaters, it is eusy 
to project the ties of sentiment which bind 
the life of the Greek of today to that of the 
classic worthies from whom he claims di- 
rect descent, according to a communication 
addressed to the National Geographic society, 
by George Higgins Moses, formerly United 
States ambassador to Greece, a part of which 
is issued as a bulletin by the society. Mr. 
Moses in his picture of the Athens of today 
and of the modern citizens of the city which 
reached the pinnacle of its greatness in the 
days of Pericles, says: 

“It was with only a slight shock that I 
learned that the man who brought me my 
morning coffee at the legation bore the tre- 
mendous name of Themistocles. And yet it 
is difficult to visualize the modern Athenian 
with those who once walked his streets. 

“Thinking of Homer, of Praxiteles and of 
Phidas, one looks for Helen, for Hermes and 
for Athene: but the only Helen I ever saw in 
Athens was an American gir), married to a 
member of the cabinet, and whose golden 
hair, blue eyes and classic features made her 
at once the reigning hostess in the city. And 
it is only in the islands or deep in the 
country where the Albanian fiood which 
Swept across the Attic plain has. never 
reached that one, finds the facial linea- 
ments and the bodily grace which the ancient 
sculptor has taught the modern world as be- 
ing common to all Greeks of classic time. 
And this survival persist chiefly among the 
children, because incessant toil and scanty 
nourishment soon deprive: both boys and girls 
of their native grace and stamp them ,with 
the increditable marks of a life of labor. 

Peculiar Attic Climate. 

“The Attic year is sharply divided cli- 
matically into two seasons, the rainy and 
the dry, the latter beginning late in May and 
extending to early October, and during which 
there is no rainfail except a single thunder 
shower, which comes with great regularity 
during the second week in August. Out- 
side of Attica climatic conditions are some- 
what better. In the islands along the Gulf 
of Corinth. and in the Morea there is con- 
stant greenery—grass, vines and many trees. 
But for one who spent, as I did, four sum- 
mers on and in Athens it is not easy to learn 
that hills may have a beauty aside from for- 
ests, and that colors, contour and form can 
lend enchantment to the naked rock. It was 
long before my .New England eyes ap- 
preciated the wonderful tints which the 
Athenian sunset throws upon Lyeabettus and 
Hymettu and that I learned that Athens 
now. as ever, should be hailed as the ‘vio- 
let-crowned city.’ 

“Personally, I found the Athenian cli- 
mate agreeable and I cannot now recall a 
single day of my stay there when, even in 
the rainy season, the sun did not shine at 
least part of the time. Cold winds there 
were, to be sure, in winter, blowing down 
from the snow-capped hills above the town 
or blowing up from the sea at Phaleron; but 
there were no frosts; the roses bloomed dur- 
ing every month of the year in the legation 
gardens; oranges ripened in the open air, and 
we picked our breakfast fruit from the trees 
outside of the window, while the palm flour- 
ishes there as I have seen it nowhere else, 
not even in the Riviera. The summer heat 
it easily endurable despite a well-nigh con- 
stant temperature of nearly 100, the absence 
of rain removing the humidity which makes 
American midsummer so intolerable. | 

“Socially, too, the Athenian year divides 
itself with the climate. At the end of the 
rainy season the court, the diplomatic body, 
and the rich flee away, the latter going, as 
they’ say, ‘to Europe; and to take their 
places tnere flock to Athens and to the sea- 
side hotels at Phaleron and to villas and 
resorts at Kephisia-in-the-hills numbers of 
rich Greeks from Asia Minor and from Egypt; 
and the whole city reverses the order of its 
winter life, turning night into day and 
spending must of the hours between sunset 
and sunrise out of doors. 

Houses Are Well Bullt. 

“Athenian houses are built to resist heat. 
The exterior and interior walls are all of 
thick stone, and, with tightly closed win- 
aows, one stays indvors until the afternoon 
tea, when the level rays of the setting sun 
permit adventure. ‘Then one strolls or arives, 
uines where tne dinner hour nmiay find him, 
and invariabiy out of doors, journeys by 
tram to s’naieron for the bathing and the 
music or seeks the cool garuen or the 4ap- 
peion to see the ‘movies,’ Or goes to Alys- 
siaa for dinner and the vaudevilie, and never 
luses caste by returning home as late as 
z vclock in the morning.

take themselves home, and the winter season 
begins.

State dinners at the 
palaces, reciprocal entertainments at the le-

democratic spets under the sun. There the 
business man could say*?and do what he 
pleased, and whatever he said or did would 
be forgotten by the other business men sit- 
ting about him, and behaving like him, in 
a most extraordinary manner.

Following is the stenagraphic report of 
the admirable speech delivered by Judgé 
Frank Harwell when called upon by the Ma- 
con convention to deliver an address during 
a wait pending the announcement of the com-¢ 
Dilation of a court of appeals ballot. 

Judge Harwell was called upon as the 
manager of the Hugh Dorsey campaign fot 
governor, and this is what he said about the 
campaign and also in refusing to permit the 
convention to consider the use of his name 
for the nomination for justice of the suprem@é@ 
court to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of the late Justice Lumpkin, and In opposi- 
tion to the, governor's appointment of Judge 
S. Price Gitbert. 

Judge Harwell said: 

“It is a great pleasure to me to meet face 
to face the representatives of the rank and 
file of the men who fought with me in the 
recent campaign. 

“The white voters of Georgia have selected 
as their standard-bearer a man who is not 
so large in bulk, but he is as faithful in per- 
formance of duty, as unerring in judgment, 
and as lion-hearted in courage, as was David 
when he marched out upon the Judean plain 
and laid low in the dust the giant*of Gath, 
They have spoken in no uncertain ‘terms. 

I may be pardoned, I am sure, if I say 
to you that I am as happy over the result ag 
an 18-year-old boy when his sweetheart ac-« 
cepts his proposal to become his bride. 1 
am sure that those who opposed us in the 
late unpleasantness will forgive us if we flop 
our wings just a little and utter a gentle 
crow. 

“The first‘thing that I want to say to our 
friends is to express our deep and abiding 
appreciation of their loyal and unflinching 
Support.

A Remarkable Campaign. 
“I cherish no animosity against tl 
opposed us. We are the viewaaa ste pons ei 
afford to be generous. When Mr. Dorsey 
takes the oath as governor of our great state 
he will be governor of the whole people. 
The campaign just closed was remark- 
able in many respects. I need not mention 
all of these. But 1 will say this much and 
you will agree with me, I believe: The vast 
majority of the people who voted for Hugh 
Dorsey supported him because they believed 
that he was incorruptible.

‘I say to you that nothing can be more beau- 


tiful or more inspiring. Politics is then lift- 
ed out of a sordid sphere to a lofty one. 

“This fact should make Hugh Dorsey hum- 
bly proud; proud because of the love and de- 
votion of a great people; humble because it 
places him upon a pinnacle. It sets a high 
mark for him to measure up to. 

“But that is not all and it is not the best. 
Hugh Dorgey received an overwhelming sup- 
port from the white men of this state, it is 
true. But I say to you, from the many letters 
which came to us and the straw ballots tak- 
en in many quarters of both sexes, that if 
the white women of Georgia could have voted 
in this election, that Hugh Dorsey ‘would have 
carried every county in Georgia. And that 
is something he can indeed be proud of: 

“Men may sometimes de actuated by mo- 
tives of selfishness in giving political gup- 
port, but as to the white women of Georgia 
the wives and mothers, the thing which 
prompted them in this election to be for Dor- 
sey was the preservation of the home by 
the strict enforcement of the law, and the 
protection of the sons and daughters who 
abide there. They saw in Hugh Dorsey the 
embodiment of the law, stretching out its 
long and mighty arm over every humble cot- 
tage on the hillsides and in the valleys of this 
southland, and saying to the would-be crim- 
inal who would invade it, ‘Thou shalt not.’ 

People Will Control. 

“Another thing which the verdict of this 
jury of 112,000 men means: It means that 
the people of this state propose to manage 
and control their own affairs without outside 
dictation or interference. This might as well 
be understood once and for all time. Some 
of these holier-than-thou advisers, foreign 
to this jurisdiction, misguided by misrepre- 
sentations, may think that we have hoofs 
and horns. But they have only to come 
among us to learn otherwise. As a people 
we are sober, thoughtful, law-abiding and 
God-fearing. The people of Georgia as a 
whole have in them the best blood of the 
Anglo-Saxon with a generous admixture of 
Scotch-Irish and Protestant Huguenot of 
Sunny France. We are long suffering, slow 
to anger, averse to quarrel, but being in 
we are likely as Polonius advised, to ‘bear it, 
that the opposed may beware of thee.’ This 
lesson was sufficiently impressed 50 years ago 
by the ragged regiments of Georgians whe 
followed Lee and Jackson and Gordon and 
other confederate leaders. 

“We claim the right to frame our own 
criminal laws, and to have them administered 
free from outside interference or dictation 
We also adhere to and reaffirm the ancient 
and honorable doctrine, expressed in the De. 
claration of Independence, and in our const{- 
tution, that a citizen shall be tried for any 
pretended or alleged offense in his own bdailf- 
wick or district. One of the indictments 
which we brought against King George of 
England in the preamble to the Declaration 
of Independence was that he was transport- 
ing our citizens to a foreign jurisdiction to 
be tried for pretended offenses. 

“Let us all forget our differences and work 
for the elevation, the uplift, the education 
artd material advancement of the individuals, 
both young and old, who go to make up .our 
state. 

As to Judgeship 

“The question has arisen whether thig 
convention shall nominate a @euccessor to 
Judge Lumpkin on the supreme court. A 
number of our friends thought that this con- 
vention should nominate a candidate for that 
office and they were partial enough to sug- 
gest my name for that place. They thought 
that I was the logical man to be nomirmated, 
and they have insisted that I make the fight 
in the convention. Enough delegates in this 
convention have assured me of their support 
to insure my nomination. 

“There seems, however, to be some division 
of sentiment amon our friends as to the wis- 
dom of making this nomination in the con- 
vention, as it has not been submitted to a 
vote of the people. In view of that fact and 
in the interest of harmony, it is perfectly and 
entirely all-right with me that no nomina- 
tion be made by the convention. I, therefore, 
withdraw my name from any further consid- 
eration and suggest that the convention make 
no nomination and consider the matter no 
further.” ‘

$450 Is Raised at Enthusias- 
tic Noonday . Luncheon. 
Hoke Smith, W. Schley 
Howard and Governor Har- 
ris Speak. 


“Ginger,” of the sort that lingers and 
gathers “pep” as it grows older, was 
injected in large quantities into the 
Woodrow Wilson campaign in Georgia 
at a rousing noon-day rally held in 
the assembly room of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday, which 
was participated in by administration 
enthusiasts to a number that crowded 
the hall to its capacity. 

The purpose of the meeting was sole- 
ly to put vigor into the campaign in 
Georgia. Admittedly the campaign had 
been lagging here, largely because of 
the near-unanimity of sentiment, and 
also because of the people’s attention 
having so recently and for so long been 
diverted by purely local and state is- 
gues. Yesterday’s meeting and lunch- 
eon was intended to correct that; and 
it is believed it had the desired ef- 
fect. 

Charles J. Haden, president of the 
Fulton County Woodrow Wilson club, 
presided, and, seated with him upon the 
speakers’ platform were United States 
Senator. Hoke Smith, Governor Nat E. 
Harris and William Schley Howard, 
Fifth district representative in. con- 
gress, the three orators of the day; 
Judge George Hillyer, vice president of 
the Wilson club, and John D. Walker, 
of Sparta, chairman of the democratic 
finance committee for Georgia. 

Hugh M. Dorsey, democratic nominee 
for governor, also had been invited to 
_ attend the rally and deliver a speech, 
but sent his regrets, stating that he 
had decided to decline all invitations to 
functions of any kind until after his 
inauguration next June. 

The Speakers. 

Senator Smith and Congressman 
Howard, soon both to take the stump 
in the northern and middle western 
states in behalf of the Wilson cam- 
paign, each made a speech, laudatory 
of the Wilson administration. Senator 
Smith spoke for an hour, and during 
his address he left no striking feature 
of the administration untouched upon. 

Governor Harris spoke eloquently, 
paying the most fervent tribute of the 
day to President Wilson. 

President Haden started the ball roll- 
’ Ing with a fine democratic address him- 
self. Then followed a short speech 
by Mr. Walker, consisting mainly in a 
recital of the financial needs of the 
campaign in Georgia and a statement 
covering what steps have been taken 
to date to attain the desired end. 

Prominent at the rally were several 
progressives, among them being C. W.

SUFFER SETBACK 


Over 100 Bandits Killed and 

‘Baudelio Uribe Is Taken 
Prisoner— Villa Now Seek- 
ing an Alibi. 


Chihuahua City, Mex., September 
28.—Over a hundred Villa followers 
were killed, the bandit leader Baudelio 
Uribe was taken prisoner and heavy 
casualties suffered by Carranza forces 
in a terrific fight at Cusihutriachic, an 
important mining center about 50 miles 
southwest of Chihuahua City, according 


to a message received this afternoon 
by General Trevino from General Mat- 
ias Ramos, who was himself slightly 
wounded. 

Details of the fight were few and 
were appended to the request of Gen- 
eral Ramos for surgeons and medical 
supplies. A hospital corps detachment 
was accordingly rushed to the scene 
by train. 

It is stated that the garrison at Cusi- 
huirlachic co-operated with the forces 
of Ramos, but whether they were at- 
tacked or had been the aggressors does 
not appear. 

Baudelio Uribe, leader of the band 
and Villa’s chief lieutenant, was the 
originator of the idea of cutting off 
the ears of captured government sol- 
diers. Many others of his command 
are reported to have been made pris- 
oner. 

News of the fight was also received 
here from the telegraph operator at 
Santa Isabel, who added nothing to the 
report of General Ramos. The general's 
official report was sent by way of 
that town, to which the hospital train 
has been dispatched. Santa Isabel is 
thirty-three miles by train from Chi- 
huahua. The Mexico Northwestern rail- 
way makes a loop to Cué8ihuiriachic 
from Santa Isabel, while the direct dis- 
tance between the two trains is about 
thirty-five miles. 

Troops continue to pour into Chihua- 
hua City from the south to participate 
in the Villa hunt. General Apolonio 
Trevino’s command arrived from Tor- 
reon today and paraded through the 
streets. The horses of this command 
were in good condition and the troops 
will be sent into the field in pursuit 
of Villa at once. General Fortunato 
Maycotte is expected to arrive here 
soon with his command from the La- 
guna district near Torreon. The com- 
mand of General Carlos Azunos was 
en route from Saltillo to reinforce the 
garrison here and a command from 
Monterey under Colonel Muzquiz is also 
on the ad. 


Alibi for Villa. 


1 Paso, Texas, September 28.—Fur- 
ther efforts to establish an alibi for 
Francisco Villa at Columbus and Santa 
Ysabel are being made on the Ameri- 
can side of the Rio Grande. This move- 
ment is said here to be fathered by per- 
sons interested in starting another 
revolution against the de facto govern- 
ment. 

The latest evidence of this effort is 
a letter reported to have been written 
by one of Villa’s minor officers stat- 
ing that Pablo Lopez, Jesus Garcia, C. 
Cervantes and Nicolas Hernandez 
Planned and carried out the Columbus 
raid, after being sent out by Villa from 
Ascension to steal cattle. The letter 
adds that Villa became enraged when 
he learned what had been done and 
dismissed al? of his commanders. 

It is also stated by friends of Villa 
here that he will be able to prove an 
alibi for himself at the time of the 
Santa Ysabel massacre. An effort will 
be made, Villa’s friends here declare, 
to convince Major General Hu L. 
Scott, chief of staff of the United Btates 
army, and whom Villa calls his friend, 
that he had no part in either of these 
attacks.

T hisGreat“Tank” 
Had aTough Time 


Curiosity and Desire for 
Revenge Impel Germans to 
Take Desperate Chance in 
Effort to Capture Strange 
Monster. 


British Front in France, Sep- 
tember Midnight.)—Via Lon- 
don, September 28.)—In the lull 
which has occurred after the great 
two days’ battle in which five villages 
and 5,000 prisoners were taken by the 
allies, the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press has had an opportunity 
to glean many stories from the partic- 
ipants. These stories were not only 
of courage and heroism, but of a hu- 
mor and paradox possible only in such

complicated and remorseless warfare. 
The most wonderful of all the tales 


told were perhaps that of one of the 
tanks, or new armored motor cars, 
which started for Berlin on its ac- 
count. This monstrous land _ ship, 
ambling and rambling along did not 
wait on the infantry after the taking 
of Guendecourt, but plodded over shell 
holes and across lots looking for its 
prey like some pre-historic lizard. In 
course of time it found a German 
trench, but as it éngaged the occu- 
pants with its machine gun it ran 
out of gasoline. 

When the Germans found this 
strange creature, with its steel hide 
impentrable-to bullets, stalled, curi- 
osity and a desire for revenge was & 
fillip to their courage. They went 
after it with the avidity of pre-histor- 
,ic man stalking a wounded mammoth 
whose bulk was fast in one of the al- 
leys of the cave dwellers. No such 
Fame was ever seen on this western 
front. 


Grab Legs of Beast. 

According to the accounts given by 
the British officers with voracious 
solemnity, while the tank’s machine 
gun blazed right and left, some of the 
Germans managed to creep along the 
trenches under the forelegs and hind 
legs of the crouching beast. Then 
they swarmed over it looking for an 
opening through which to strike at its 
vitals. They fired their rifles into 
joints and bombed it all over, but to no 
more avail than burglars trying .to 
reach the inside of a battleship turret 
with a jimmy. All the while’ the 
tank’s machine guns kept busy at the 
human targets in reach while its crew 
of chosen daredevils concluded. to 
stick until they starved or the Ger- 
mans found the proper can opener to 
get them out. 

Finally the British infantry in the 
rear, seeing the tank in distress, re- 
fused to wait on any general's orders 
that they should remain at the objec- 
tive which they had gained. They 
were out to save that impounded 
tank and with a cheer they rushed the 
Germans and overwhelmed them. 
When the crew heard the laughing 
and shouting in English they opened 
the door and called out: “We are all 
right if you will only get us some 
more juice so that the old girl can 
have a guzzle of her proper drink and 
we can take the road again.” 

So the infantry formed a line in 
front of the tank, determined to de- 
fend her to the last man, while a 
runner was hurried back for a can of 
gasoline. The gasoline arrived and 
the beast, having taken a swallow 
ambled back into reserve amidst wild 
cheering. It Teft behin 250 dead Ger- 
mans, according to its commander, 


Work of Another Tank. 


Another tank which did well in this 
fight assisted in the taking of Thiep- 
val. There was once a chateau in 
Thiepval. The cellar is still there, 
roofed by the remains of the dwelling 
bricks, stone and mortar in a thick 
shell of pounded debris which protect- 
ed it from penetration by even 9 and 
12-inch high explosives. Here the Ger- 
mans waitea, smoking their mild cigars 
and drinking soda water which was 
brought up through shell-proof under- 
ground tunnels, while the ruins over 
their heads were belabored vainly by 
the British artillery. They had the 
sense of security of an early Kansas 
settler when he went below and closed 
his cellar door during a cyclone. Of 
course they had a machike gun ready to 
welcome the British infantry instantly 
that the British bombardment stopped. 
When that gun began rattlin Mr. 
Thomas Atkins took cover an con- 
sidered ways and means of silencing it.

ment had burst. A hurricane of shell 
fire kept the Germans in their burrows | 
and when it had lifted the British had 
arrived. 

Though the Germans in many dug- | 
outs where their galleries of escape 
were closed, surrendered in_ bodies, 
in other instances they kept the 
faith, that the Hundred and Eight- 
jet would die before it ever  wsur- 
re@iered Thiepval. All of vyester-, 
day the British were prying for the 
entranee to dugouts in the blackened 
ruins of the town amid the stench of 
all kinds of explosives as well as gas 
and lachrymatory shells. There was 
sporadic hand-to-hand fighting and at 
intervals Germans appeared from the 
bowels of the earth with their hands 
up and surrendered to the British sol- :

STREET CAR STRIKE 
MATTER OF HOURS 


Continued From First Page. 


to inflict physical injury upon any one. 
We shall do our ‘best to meké it an or- 
derly' strike; but if we are interfered 
with and our fellow workmen physi- 
cally injured, then we shall exercise 
our right to defend ourselves.” 

Mr. Pollard said that the authorities 
expressed themselves as satisfied with 
that attitude, and his delegation was 
given assurance that the police de- 
partment, in its attitude in dealing 
with the strike situation, will be one 
of strict impartiality. No police offi- 
cers, the men were assured, said Pol- 
lard, will board any cars nor interfere 
with any action on the part of striking 
employees which does not transgress 
the law. 

Mr. Pollard’s statement following the 
developments of the day and night, de- 
voted in part to a reply to Mr. Ark- 
wright’s statement issued yesterday 
and in part to the setting forth of the 
position of the street car emplovees. 

“Mr. Arkwright,” he said, “has stated 
in the newspapers that 90 per cent of 
the company’s employees are loyal and 
may be depended upon as remaining 
so. On the contrary, 90 per cent of the 
company’s employees will leave their 
cars upon the call of the union. 

“These employees are adjudged loyal 
by the company through the fact that 
their mouths have been sealed through 
fear of losing their jobs ever’ since 
their employment.” he continued. 


Says Strike Matter of Hours. 


“It is not our purpose nor desire to 
inconvenience the public to the extent 
that it necessarily would be inconve- 
nienced through a strike, and the samé 
can ‘be averted if the company will 
treat with the employees as union men. 
If this is not done a strike positively 
will be called. And it is a matter of 
hours ‘before we shall know one way 
or the other. 

“We anticipate no violence, and hope 
all of our men will conduct themselves 
as have the striking linemen during 
the six weeks of their strike. 

“The statement made in the papers 
as to the planning of violence by my- 
self I brand as positively false and 
made with malicious intent to gain 
public favor. 

“I did not enter into this controversy 


‘to gain strength for the striking line- 


men, as the electrical workers were 
confident of an early settlement of 
their own troubles, since the company 
has been unable to fill their positions 
with men competent to do their work, 
after scouring the country as. far as 
Chicago, New York, Pittsburg and 
Philadelphia, as well as all of the 


“The Georgia Railway and Powef 
company,” declared Mr. Pollard, “has 
discharged sixty-odd street car men 
during the last two weeks for either 
expressing themselves in sympathy 
with the linemen or as being in favor 
of an organization of their own. I have 
in my possession sworn affidavits of 
twenty-five men which affidavits will 
prove that the right of free speech has 
been denied the street car employees, 
they being told when discharged that 
it was because of expression of sympa- 
thy with the union or because of mem- 
bership in the same. 


Right to Organize at Stake. 


“This is to be not a strike baséd upon 
any monetary consideration—money 
does not enter into it. It is a fight for 
the right of free speech and the right 
to organize. It is nothing more and 
nothing else is involved. 

“If the strike shall occur all of the 
responsibility for it will rest with the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
and not with the men, as we are will- 
ing at any time to meet the company 
to adjust our grievance. 

“As to the charge that I am here asa 
paid labor agitator and brought to At- 
lanta to foment strife between the 
company and its employees, I want to 
say that I was brought here at the re- 
quest of the electrical workers some 
time prior to their strike, and that I 
also now, in the present controversy, 
represent Atlanta division No. 732 of 
the Amalgamated Association’of Street

INTO GUYON'S Cas 


Professor W. N. Randle In- 
vestigating Status of Play- 
er — May Play Against 
Mercer in Saturday’s Game 


Whether or not Joe Guyon, the fa- 
mous Indian half back will play against 
the Mercer Baptists in the first game 
of the season for the Yellow Jackets 
Saturday at Grant field, will depend en- 
tirely on an investigation now being 
conducted by the Tech athletic author- 
ities. 

W.N. Randle, faculty director of Ath- 
letics at Tech, is conducting this in- 
vestigation aside from any investiga- 
tion that the 8S. I. A. A. may be mak- 
ing of his case and if his investigation 
reveals the fact that Guyon is eligi- 
ble, he will take part in Saturday's 
Bame against Mercer. 

All this controversy is not worrying 
Joe in the least. He keeps lugging 
along daily in his practices with the 
Jackets confident that he will be ell- 
@ible for the team, sure of his ground 
in this connection and letting the pow- 
ers that be do the worrying. His su- 
preme confidence in his eligibility has 
the student body in the same frame of 
mind. 

The ethical point as to whether or 
not the intimation that Joe would play 
where Charlie Guyon coached is also 
being investigated by Tech, though Joe 
entered Tech without any such connec- 
tion, according to the Tech authorities. 

Professor Randle has issued the fol- 
lowing statement in reference to the 


case: 
“Atianta, Ga., September 27, 1916. 

“It is difficult for me to believe that Pro- 
fessor Sanford, physica! director of the Uni- 
Versity of Georgia, gave out the interview 
credited to him by the press of September 
27. I cannot believe he would set himself 
up as one in authority to qualify or disquali- 
fy members of our football squad, more 
especially before we have acted in the mat- 
ter. It is unthinkable that he would do 
such a thing or that such action would meet 
the approval of the authorities of the unt- 
versity. 

“As regards Joe Guyon, I have only to say 
that his eligibility is being considered along 
with that of each and every other candi- 


date for our team and that we shall judge 


for ourselves who of these are eligible and 
who, if any, ineligible. 

“I must deny that Charles Guyon was 
employed as assistant coach conditional 
upon his brother’s playing on our team and 
that Joe Guyon became a candidate for our 
téam upon condition that his brother be 
iven employment as assistant coach at 
eorgia Tech. 
“I must also deny that Mr. Helsman 
had anything to do with the employment 
of Charlies Guyon or with the matter of de- 
tefmining the eligibility of Joe Guyon.

Whew! This doping world’s series re- 
sults before @ man is certain which 
teams will really win certainly is a 
tough job. The only comfort is the side 
lights that the figures throw upon the 
varying abilities of players against 
certain clubs. 

You see, before I was sure which 
clubs were going to cut into the old 
kale, I had to sit down and take each 
player on every one of the three lead- 
ing teams in each league and compare 
him with the man who was to oppose 
him. That made a lot of things to fig- 
ure on, I had no idea, until I tried it, 
how the value of any player depends 
upon the club against which he is 
Playing. It made the doping tough, and, 
now that it is easier, we can go a bit 
more into detail. One acouses me of 
saying Jake Daubert is a better man 
than y Cobb. He forgets that Cobb is 
an outfielder and Jake a first baseman, 
and that a first baseman is much more 
valuable to his team on defensive 
than any outfielder can be, because he 
has 80 much opportunity to make or 
break a game. 

You see, this is not a comparison of 
men at all—but of the value of cer- 
tain men, in certain positions, against 
certain teams. I also have had sev- 
eral complaints that I have not given 
nomen value to players—not as much 
as gave them last spring in figuring 
the season’s outcome, It is ridiculou's to 
think that a player will be as strong 
against the picked pitchers of the best 
team in an opposing league as he 
would “be against the run of pitchers 
of his own league. 

He may be even more valuable. It 
may be that some one or two bat- 
ters of a team fancy exactly the kind 
of pitching they will encounter. This 


is what we have to find out by the. 


dope. In fact, it is true in several in- 
stances, but that is mere accident. 
Last year Duf Lewis happened to find 
just the sort of stuff he likes to hit 
against. The year before Hank Gowdy 
found the best of the Athletic pitchers 
easy for him—easier than those he 
faced every day. Such things: will 
happen. 

Having explained, let ue consider the 
second basemen. For the first time in 
a long while it doesn’t look as if we 
would have Eddie Collins or Johnny 
Evers to compare, either with each 
other or with someone else. Evers, I 
find, no longer is the standard of sec- 
ond basemen, except in his great fight- 
ing spirit. He has gone way back be- 
cause he has been crippled up with 
neuritis—and you can’t blame him 
much, Collins struck his right gait 
late in the season and would have 
come into the series in top form. Jack 
Barry, another of our standards on 
which to figure, has been hurt and out 
of shape for week's. 

Red Sox Miss Barry. 

If we could have the regular players 
in every game of a series and know 
that they are in their best condition, 
doping would not ibe so hard. Take 
the case of the Red Sox. Barry is the 
brains of that infield, the king-pin ef 
the entire team. But for his misfor- 
tune, the Red Sox probably would have 
galloped away with the pennant in 
easy fashion. It is true that, in the 
pinch, Janvrin leaped into, the job and 
played even better than he was ex- 
pected to do. He rose to the emerg- 
ency, and, in figuring the team, we 
must give Janvrin full credit. But 
even so, Janvrin detracts from the club 
value of the Red Sox—not mechanical- 
ly, for it is probably true that, as a 
mechanical player, he outpoings Barry. 

The Red Sox depend upon Barry as 
the rallier, the leader. If he is absent, 
the team is much lik® a ship without 
a captain. To show how far his ab- 


sence from the club affects its worl:, 
we see that it reduces the catching 
strength materlally, because, when 
Barry is unable to play, Carrigan is 
compelled to o behind the plate in 
order to furnish the team with a lead- 
er. Carrigan is still a good catcher. 
but not what he was when younger. 
He has heen striving to retire, and 
only works in order to lead his men. 

"hether Barry will be in shape for 
a world’s series is doubtful and, even 
if he is in perfect physical form, he 
will not ‘be as good as he was. It is 
my opinion, however, that Barry, with 
a broken leg, can beat most of the 
second basemen playing ‘the game. 
Figured in combination with Janvrin, 
to find the combined strength of the 
Red Sox at second Barry still leads. 
Eddie Collins, in his present top con- 
dition, would outfigure his old side- 
Kick, Barry, agafnst most teams, but 
not against all, 

The National league second basemen 
do not compare well with those of the 
American, because we have had to cut 
Evers down so radically. In fact, we 
would throw Evers out almost entirely 
allowing only for hig brainwork an 
influence upon the others, if he were 
to be in the series. His sub, Egan, is 
a very fair ball player, but does not 
figure up within many points of Bvers 
either in attack or aidonan 


Cutshaw an Enigma. 


Comparing the Red Socks’ second 
basemen with Cutshaw, we find the Na- 
tional league making a much better 
Senne: This fellow ig one of the old- 
est infielders we have ever watched 
He is a smart man and filled with ideas 
—the weakness of his work being that 
he cannot always persuade his tearn- 
mates to play ball his way. Sometimes 
he outguesses them. He covers sec- 
ond base in a most peculiar fashion 
standing with his back to the bag and 
almost facing right field. In spite of 
this he has been wonderfully effective 
in fielding and is always among the 
first at starting double plays, and he 
Sets into more doubles than any sec- 
ond baseman in the country, as a rule. 

his is partly, of course, because the 
Brooklyn pitchers usually are batted 
freely and offer more opportunities for 
double plays—yet Cutshaw covers his 
territory far better and is on the job 
faster than almost any bagtman on his 
circuit. He is not a great hitter, but 
a dangerous one, and most dangerous 
in a pinch. I rather fancy his style 
of batting against the Red Sox pitch- 
ers after studying what he nas done op- 
posed to speed and left-handers on his 
own circuit. 

Philadelphia, I'm afraid, would look 
rather a joke in a world’s seres as far 
as second basemen go. Niehoff made 
the most pitiful showing last fall of 
any man_who ever got into the ti 
money. He is a dandy fellow, a aan 
worker, willing and always trying, but 
the Red Sox pitchers last fall made 
him look like an amateur. He was so 
bad that I never expected to see him 
in a big league uniform again. Rut 
he came back on his own circuit this 
season and has played better ball and 
hit better than he ever has done. That 
shows his gameness. He is a determined 
and studious sort of player, and, ae he 
has a crow to pick with American 
league pitchers for giving him such « 
showing up, he may cut loose, hit that 
old onion a scared lick and even ue 
scores. I have given him some credir 
on that count. is fighting spirit wii 
help him in the pinch if he gets in.

Baseball “Slavery.” 


STANDING OF CLUBS 


It will be thirty-seven years tomor- 
row since the shackles were forged 
for baseball players, reducing them to 
a condition of abject slavery, which is 
simply horrible to contemplate. On 
September 380, 1879, a special meeting 
of National league magnates was held 
in Buffalo, and at this session the aw- 
ful conspiracy against the liberty of 
the players reached a Saskanic conclu- 
sion. Calmly and in coid blood the 
Simon Legrees of baseball discussed 
the stheme for robbing the players of 
their precious heritage of freedom and 
‘fastening upon their limbs the chains 
of an egregious serfdom. 

The upshot of'the business was the 
adoption of what has come to be known 
as the reserve rule. The magnates at- 
tached their signatures to an agree- 
ment in which each bound himself not 
to employ players which other Na- 
tional league clubs wished to retain. 
Under the terms of thfs document— 
which, in keeping with its character, 
was adopted secretly—each c¢lub of the 
National league was permitted to re- 
serve five men, 

Prior to that time a baseball player 
was a free man, and could look in the 
face his fellowmen of a liberty-loving 
land. If he wished, he could make a 
contract with one club for a year; and 

o to another team the next. In the 
National association days, prior to the 
launching of the National league in 
1876, the players as a rule were not 
even bound by e¢@ontract, and could 
jump at any time to any club that of- 
fered better pay. The most notorious 
example of this practice of “revolving,” 
as it was called, came at the close 
of the 1875 season, when the original 
“Big Four” of the diamond—aAl Spald- 
ing, pitcher; ‘Deacon” White, catcher: 

al McVey, first baseman, and Ross 
Barnes, second ,baseman—jumped the 
Boston club in a body, and went to 
Chicago. After that regular contracts 
were offered to players, and this put 
an end to the practice of jumping with- 
out notice. 

But the magnates were not satisfied 
with a mere contract, because, when ie 
expired, the player was left free to go 
elsewhere if he pleased. Then some 
bright genius—old Simon Legree him- 
self, maybe—doped out the reserve 
rule, the entering wedge in that dread- 
ful regime of slavery by which players 
have become two-legged chattels, to 
ibe bought and sold like caftle. 

Yh, the horror of it! Let us weep, 
brethren, let us weep.
